


WORTHINGTON, OHIO, Aug. 24, 1971 — An appeal board of the 
AMA convened today to consider protests filed by Dick Mann, Jody 
Nicholas, and Nick Theroux. All protests were in reference to the 
flag start of the semifinal event at the AMA National Championship 
held at Corona, Calif., July 31. 

The appeal board included AMA Executive Director Russell E. 
March, Richard DeBie, the Competition Congressman from District 
3; Robert Hansen of Kawasaki; and Tom Clark of Rokon, Inc. 


In addition to the riders’ protests in which a poor starting 
procedure was indicated, the board considered written statements by 
the referee in charge, the starter, the line judges, and several 
witnesses. Upon this evidence, the board determined that the start 
was unsatisfactory and that several riders started at a disadvantage 
that may have eliminated their appearance in the championship 
points-paying final event. 


Given the fact of an unfair start, it was brought out in board 
consideration that the referee in charge had the right to let the 
protesting riders ride under protest (AMA 1971 Professional 
Competition Rule Book XVII, A., 2 and VII, A., 4) or that the 
starter had the power to disqualify riders who jumped the start (VII, 


AMA DECISION GIVES MANN POINT LEAD 








Neither option was exercised, so, reasoning that .all semifinal 
contestants could have earned a place in the final event had they 
been given a fair start, the board has awarded them positions paying 
national points down to 20th place as provided for by the rule book. 

This compensatory ruling was proposed by the protesting riders 
before the board. The only other alternative would have been to 
declare the Corona Championship no contest, eliminating all points 
earned by the 12 riders in the final event. 

Additional National Championship Points have been awarded as 
follows, determined by the rider’s finishing position in the semifinal 
event: Sonny Burres (13th-31), Dick Mann (14th-28), Nick Theroux 
(15th-25), Jody Nicholas (16th-22), Frank Gillespie (17th-19), Cal 
Rayborn (18th-16), Dave Sehl (19th-13), and Ed Wirth (20th-10). 

The 28 points awarded to Mann is enough to move him into the 
first position, dropping Gene Romero to second. The addition of 
points was also advantageous to Sehl, who traded positions with Kel 
Carruthers and now holds seventh. Cal Rayborn remains in 14th 
place but Jody Nicholas jumped by three riders to take over 20th. 

Another big jump was made by Burres who moved by four to take 
26th in the standings while Theroux, Wirth and Gillespie also took 
giant steps over their rivals. 
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Promoters Give 
Additional Cash 


FREMONT, CAL., Aug. 30, 1971 — 
The promoters for Sunday’s CMC North 
motocross here has announced the 
adjusted pay schedule for the Senior 
races. Originally planned as a $2500 
motocross, low support rider turnouts 
caused the promoters to be unable to 
pay the publicized purse, causing many 
riders to become upset. 

Jim Perry, president of CMC North, 
reported today that the pay schedule 
will go down to sixth place overall with 
a total of $1800 being paid. Each 
winner (125, 250 and Open) will receive 
$225. “This means that Ken Zahrt, 
winner of the 125, will get an additional 
$65, and Lackey (Open winner) an 
additional $25.” 

Second in each class will get $150, 
third $100, fourth $75, fifth $30 and 
sixth $20. 

“The adjustments in payment will be 
sent by check and will be in the mail 
today,” Perry adds. 

As to the question of “having to 
finish each moto to be eligible for 
payment”, Perry explained the payment 
scale will be based upon the final points 
standings, “including the 100 point 
penalty for not finishing a moto.” 

“I’m only sorry that one individual, 
who was not a rider and was, in fact, a 
promoter himself, made so much of a 
hassle after the event,” Perry explained. 
“Most of the riders understood our 
predicament and to those I would like 
to apologize for the mixup and hope the 
adjusted arrangement is suitable.”

Sawhill battled every inch of the way 
with the rest of the pack hot on their 
heels. Laird took the win but the judges 
had to rule a decision. Both rode 
Yamahas. 

Robert Ely won the Junior Main for 
BSA after trading the lead with David 
Rupe. After the race, Rupe said “My 
tire wore out.”

MIC’s Potter 
Explains More 
on Price Freeze 


“After consultation with Attorney 
Stuart P. Ross of Hogan & Hartson and 
the Office of Emergency Preparedness, 
the following is offered for information 
only, keeping in mind that guidelines 
are still forthcoming and the situation 
could change,” reports James Potter, 
Jr., Executive Director of the MIC in a 
recent newsletter. 

“Tt appears that 1972 model prices 
are frozen at the price of the same 1971 
model price plus the import surcharge, 
if actually paid. 

“For discussion only, if a qualitative 
change was made in the 1972 model 
what is the result? 

“Qualitative change is defined as: 
relating to, or involving quality or kind. 
If a change in the 350cc 1972 model 
was drastic enough, then the President’s 
program does not expect you to absorb 
the increase in price. However, for 
discussion only, if some motor changes, 
and say the kick starter with changes in 
the gears involved, were made on the 
1972 model, plus a color change, then 
would this be a qualitative change? The 
answer is no, and the 1972 model would 
be frozen at the price of the same 1971 
model. 

“The best advice for the present is to 
hold any decisions regarding prices up 
for approximately one week until 
definite guidelines are available from 
OEP. Also, making pricing placed on 
literature. flexible to allow price 
adjustments at a later date. 

“In regard to parts, if the import 
price is changing day to day, then the 
product should be sold at the highest 
price the product sold for in the 
previous 30 days prior to August 15th 
plus the actual import duty paid.”

DICK MANN, PART THREE 


“Some people are talkers, 
others are doers.”

The Corona National started and the 
riders were told nothing could be done 
except to file an official protest 
afterwards. Bill Boyce was sitting on the 
fence on the matter but had to stand 
behind Kellem’s decision. 

When the decision became final, Mann 
was silent but looked right through 
Boyce. Then he said, quietly, “You 
know you're wrong, Bill.” The force of 
his words dwarfed the sound of 
a dozen bikes. 

Mann sat on one of the crates next to 
his dormant BSA and carefully penned 
his offical protest: “Starter failed to 
give a fair start and then failed to 
disqualify the offending rider or riders. I 
am protesting Mr. Kellem’s decision to 
do nothing to recitify the situation. 
Richard S. Mann.” 

There was the usual carnival in the 
pits after the race ended. Mann busied 
himself loading the bike and sparesinto 
his motor home and changed clothes. I 
asked if I could hitch a ride home with 
him in order to gather more information 
for the interview, planning to catch a 
plane back in the morning. 

Exasperated, he declined permission, 
but said, “Okay, let’s finish it right 
here.” What could he say with bottle 
rockets exploding over his head, with 
tonight’s winner Jimmy Odom pumping 
his arm, witha thousand potential 
autograph-seekers milling about? Alas, 
he had won. So I thanked him for the 
time he had given me, quite sincerely. 

Mann is dedicated to his profession, 
motorcycle racing, 100 percent. Count 
your fingers and you will see this leaves 
zero percent for interviews, posing for 
pictures, publicity shunts, and other 
time-consumers. If you watch him 


closely, you will find that every time 
someone sticks a camera in his face or 
asks for an autograph, particularly when 





he’s preparing to race, he will smile and 
say the things most celebrities are 
supposed to say. But he always looks 
just a little bit hurt. 

To be a professional motorcycle 
racer, now more than ever before, takes 
a combination of mechanical and riding 
skill that cannot be equalled in any 
other sport. Mann has been at it much 
longer than anyone else, and has 
worked harder than anyone else, yet has 
only been Grand National Champion 
once, seven years ago. He has finished in 
the top ten nearly every year for the last 
decade and, until this year, turned his 
own wrenches whenever possible. He led 
a brief portion of the Sacramento Mile 
last year with a broken foot, such is the 
extent of his dedication. Yet, he looks 
for no recognition, and when it is 
offered to him he stammers, blushes, 
and seeks to squirm out of such an 
embarrassing situation. 

One reason for this is his lack of 
confidence in the press. When a person 
represents a creative, volatile force such 
as Dick Mann does, the last thing he 
wants to be is misrepresented. It’s a 
matter of pride; Mann will never be too 
proud of himself. 

Once, I asked him to mention 
someone, past or present, who he 
thought was important, great, whatever 
— just someone he admired. Again, that 
long pause, but this time it was longer 
than usual. 

“Al Gunter. He was a fantastic 
late-50’s racer. Well, more than a racer. 
His motorcycles were so far ahead of 
their time. Still are. He had a tragic 
accident one year and injured his head. 
Every one said he wasn’t the same but 
that’s not true. A tremendous 
free-thinker.” 

Mann is a free-thinker, perhaps the 
Philosopher King of the National 
Circuit. But he’s not ahead of his time, 
or behind it. He does not seem to 
occupy the same segment of time other 
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racers do. He seldom brags about 
beating another rider unless he is joking. 
The element he’s up against is himself; 
his own limitations. 

When asked about his strategy for 
winning the number one plate, he 
declines that there are any. “I just go 
out and race.” If asked if he looks 
forward to winning the Championship, 
he’ll say, “I don’t get too pumped up 
about it.” 

“What sort of advice would you offer 
to a young guy who wants to race?” 

“If he wants to race, he’d be out 
racing.” 

“Well, what if he needs to 
where to start...?” 

“If he wants to race he’d be out 
racing. Some people are talkers and 
others are doers. If he wants to talk, 
he’ll ask how to start racing. If he wants 
to race, he’ll already be racing. The only 
people who want to race are racing right 
now. In fact, there are a lot of people 
racing right now who don’t want to 
race.” 

So there you have it. He’s not a 
talker; actions do speak louder than 
words. “If you listen closely, Mann is 
shouting for an end of the superficial 
rantings such as you've spent the last 
few minutes perusing. Go out and find 
your own happiness, if you must. But 
don’t lean on his laurels as if they were 
your own. 

History is chock-full of people who 
have done great deeds for the common 
good. Mann is not one of them. He 
represents the most beautiful facet of 
human existance: individuality for its 
own sake. Once every generation there 
comes an entity who creates not for 
another person’s benefit but from the 
yearnings of his own soul. Recognition 
is irrelevant, and sometimes, as in this 
case, a pain in the ass. 

I hope, as a result of this article, 
people will appreciate him more than 
ever, but from a distance. To interrupt 
his train of thought is like shattering a 
delicate stained glass window.

IFOA CHALLENGES JERSEY 
The International Four Owners 
Association, New Jersey Four 


Association members and thousands of 
New Jersey motorcyclists are now 
making a determined assault on the “No 
Motorcycles Allowed” rule of the New 
Jersey Highway Authority applied on 
the Garden State Parkway. 

The opening Four Association effort 
was spear-headed by “Gentle Ben” 
Harroll on August 18, when a state 
trooper gave him a ticket for riding his 
Honda 750 Four on the parkway. The 
big four-cylinder machine has more 
horses than many small autos allowed 
on the famous parkway which runs 
from Cape May in southern New Jersey. 

Ben MHarroll, Four Association 
‘vice-president was picked for the “ticket 
job” because of the California plates on 
the big bike. The San Diego IFOA office 
believes that even should the courts rule 
against the motorcyclist, a federal 
inter-state issue will appear, which 
might interest certain Washington 
agencies and departments. 

In addition to polling its eastern 
members who are attorneys, the Four 
Association will present its case to 
several congressional figures who have 
helped the association in the past. One 
of these people stated, unofficially, that 
he is considering introducing legislation 
in the next session of Congress to 
require the admittance of higher 
powered two-wheel vehicles and even 
hinted at several pressures available to 
the federal government against New 
Jersey such as federal gasoline taxes and 

y highway funds.

On the Enduro Rules

First I would like to make it crystal clear, that I do not make it a habit to nit pick 
things that are done within the district through the news media. It really doesn’t 
serve any purpose in the end except to possibly give someone a good laugh. To 
correct something you go directly to the source, in this case the source is the district. 

It’s in very bad taste to condemn publicly the people that worked long and hard 
through meetings, research, and other various means to set up the Enduro Rules that 
should fit the majority of the riders. Granted not everyone will be pleased by them 
but the ones that are not is a very small minority. And when you work out the rules 
and the mechanics of the same you incorporate expert advice. 

This panel of experts has been around the desert more times than most people 
have been around a coffee cup looking for the handle. They think, not merely 
putting their mouth in gear before the brain is engaged like some people I know. 
Furthermore, all of this labor is the labor of love for the sport. There is not one red 
cent incorporated for anyone. 

Now in rebuttal: 

1. The Rule, Sect. 8, about events less than 100 miles may have checks as close as 
3 miles. This has been a rule in the A.M.A. Amateur Rule Book for some years. It 
does not put us out of step with the rest of the country. 





2. Sect. 9. The Enduro Point Chart. It was pointed out that only 43 people will get 
points for a total entry of 800 or more. Whereas a body of the Dist. 37 Sport 
Committee known as the competition committee works for free, again it is a labor 
of love for the sport. I cannot see any reason to load the enduro steward down with 
the unnecessary task of keeping a drawer full of point cards, the majority of which 
will have only from 1 to 10 points. The one and only number that counts is the 
number 1. He and only he will derive any reward for his effort. This person will 
receive the following year’s enduro card free, plus a big trophy from Dist. $7 for his 
effort, all others will wish they had tried harder. It one’s bag is a number then get in 
on the racing scene and earn it, we have lots of them to give out. 


3. One thing that should be made clear is, enduros are contest of skill not speed. 
The person starting onthe 80th minute has just as much of a chance to win his class 
or even sweepstake in the event as the rider on the 10th minute. You are only 
competing on your time against mileage not the other guy’s time. 


4. About the heavywgt. favor vs. the lighwegt. vs. the trailbike; most of the old pros 
ride the big bores simply because they ride like a Cadillac over the better terrain and 
fire roads, less tiring. In bad country a ligtwgt. handles better and a trail bike even 
better. It’s too bad one can’t change from bike to bike to fit the lay of the land. Ina 
word, you can’t have your cake and eat it too. You must sacrifice one thing for 
something else. So the rules were not, I repeat, not laid out to fit the big bores: 
“Boy!” How about the year that Dave Ekins sweepstaked the Greenhorn on a 125cc 
Zundapp. I would say that’s a far cry from a big bore. 


4. Special award trophies are not counted toward your A transfer rides. Only the 
ones earned by position in your class. 

5. Where in this day and age are you going to find a small enduro in Dist. 37? 
Poppycock. 


6. Anyone that wins three third place trophies on his own in his division will have 
one hell of a better understanding about keeping time than he will ever learn 
following dear ol’ dad, the old pro who is keeping time for him. 


7. Sect. 11A. The enduro steward will return to the applicant a copy of his 
“Enduro Only” card along with his original just to be sure that the man has an extra 
card so he will not be without one. It is not written in the rule like that but, believe 
me, that is the way it will be done. The rider may also obtain as many cards as he 
needs from the Enduro Steward at no charge simply by asking for them. 


8. Sect. 11B. In this section re: Cycle News, August 17, 1971. Someone went oa 
hell of a lot of trouble to uncover a type error that I made like the word regardless 
was first put in as irregardless. I crossed out the first two letters with black ink. I 
realized I made a booboo so I crossed it out leaving the word regardless. To the one 
that went to this trouble I say “Thanks sport”. To err is human but to blame or 
condemn others is being a politician and that is one phase of journalism that some 
people should stay away from. 

9. About the “A” Team having a monstrous advantage over the “B” Team. I 
should hope so, after all, the “A” riders are the experts. As far as advantage goes it’s 
been quite a few years back that I fell off the load of hay and landed in the desert in 
the middle of all those motorcycles and stayed. But to my knowledge they still pay a 
first place “A” Team and a first place “B” Team so where is the advantage, to 
whom? 

10. About the B rider being able to transfer himself to A by request; again it’s in 
the Big Granddaddy Book of our mother club re: 1971 AMA Amateur Rule Book, 
pg. 19, Sect. 2, paragraph (A). Anyone that’s interested in this book, it can be had at 
the small price of $1.25 from the A.M.A. or I still have seven left over. Same price, 
simply by writing to me. I think a “B” rider will consider very carefully the change 
from “B” to “A” by request. I don’t believe the Enduro Steward will be snowed 
under with this matter. After all, when you join the “A”s that’s where the 
competition is thegreatest,and most “B” riders will stay an “B” as long as possible to 
get that gold; it’s easier there. The top competition of riding against “A” riders (if 
you’re a lousy time keeper), and the entries are smaller; it goes without saying that 
the trophies are less, using the 10% basis for awarding them, will make the “B” rider 
carefully consider this self-voluntary request to change over. Only the very best of 
the “B” riders would really do it and if they are that good they should be “‘A’’s. So 
no harm done. 


11. Sect. 15-16: I don’t think the promoting club will have any trouble 


_ understanding these sections even with all the foggy grammar. After all the man in 


charge will most likely be an Expert rider and he will know what the rule means. If in 
case of a green Novice (heaven forbid) he may call the Dist. Referee and he will 
know. 

12. Sect. 18. Anyone with the smallest intelligence can readily see the meaning of 
this rule. For those that can’t understand it, here it is. This rule was set up with 
respects to the very same rules in competition racing. It merely lets a top enduro 
rider that is going for No. 1 in points to be at ease knowing that he does not have to 
ride every enduro run of the year to hold his No. 1 position. One very good reason is, 
if he belongs to a club that promotes an enduro he can’t ride it. So no one can ace 
him out of his No. | position by riding all of the enduros simply because this person 
does not belong to any club. 

13. Sect. 20. Answer to the last question below the actual rule. It shouldn't take a 
computer to analyze that. Simply separate them; the Experts will know how to 
handle it. 

14. Sect. 22. Finally one rule seems to have gotten by without some kind of 
remark. Fantastic. 

15. Sect. 23. Thanks again. 

16. Sect. 24. Again refer to the 1971 A.M.A. Amateur Rule Book pg. 20. In 
answer to this rule in following Cycle News dated Aug. 31, 1971, by Ed White. No 2 
day event as we know it now is like the Greenhorn. We won’t split the clock on night 
enduros. Later however, if and when the time comes for a 24-hour continuous 
enduro, we will probably accept that run as a 2 day event per A.M.A. Rule Book, pg. 
18.

As luck 
would have it the child was found that 
morning before the bikes could show 
their stuff, but the SRRA member clubs 
should be commended for spirit of 
dedication and in particular I should 
like to mention the Redwood City 
Travelers. 

The Bakersfield Red Tops of the 
SCMA bunch came on pretty strong the 
same weekend with their usual fine run 
up in the clear air country at Panorama 
Heights. 


The CBM (Committee for Better 
Motorcycling) will be going back to 
Carson Hot Springs at Carson City 
Nevada and will feature a Tour Pin 
along with a decal for the windshield 
and have added a number of new events 
from last year. Although this is not a 
sanctioned run it extends participation 
to all Road groups once again. In the 
process of designating the recognized 
Road organizations they have run into a 
problem from the RRC (Road Riders 
Committee). It seems that they 
strenuously objected to their initials 
being used without specific 
authorization and have notified the 
CBM of impending court action as a 
result. This is the same association that I 
mentioned earlier in one of my past 
columns that promised outrider 
participation along with clubs and as of 
this writing has not done so. 


Some time ago I mentioned that I 
had drafted the Road Rider rules that 
were adopted by the AMA and I had 
not at that time seen them in print. Well 
I received a letter from Ed Youngblood, 
managing editor of AMA news, who not 
only informed me that they were indeed 
in print but also sent me a copy for me 
to peruse. In addition to another 
inquiry I have been informed that out 
of the $7 a year dues, about (roughly) 
$3 goes to the insurance program which 
leaves $4 to operate on. Having a good 
idea of what the pins cost that are now 
being put back into operation, that 
leaves about 1 to 1% dollars that the 
dues were jacked up. This is, of course, 
just rough figures. 

In addition the publisher of this 
publication mentioned the possibility of 
Class “A” members being eligible into 
the elite “E” Board. Unfortunately, this 
is not the case, according to Mr. 
Youngblood, although I can not fathom 
the reasoning behind such a fact. 


An interesting fact that was brought 
out by MORE is that out of 1% million 
bikes in California about 56% of them 
ride the road at some time or another, 
some more so, some less. Even figuring 
at a very conservative estimate, there 
has to be a potential of at least 100,000 
or at least 50,000 bikes that might be 
induced into participating on some 
organized road event. As far as I can 
determine in, a years time the 
participation throughout the state 
probably only numbers about 4 to 
5,000 bikers hitting one run or more 
during the year. 

To just what this lack of participation 
lies could be hotly debated but suffice 
for now I will offer a suggestion. The 
next time you make a run bring along a 
friènd or a new acquaintance that has 
not been on a run before and give him a 
“cook’s tour”. Since the average rider 
only rides about four to five years and 
then hangs it up, one road rider each 
year you can interest will make a 
substantial contribution to the growth 
of the sport.

LACKEY RETURNS,

FREMONT, CAL., Aug. 29, 1971.— 
Brad Lackey, now a veteran of the 
European Grand Prix circuit while 
riding a factory machine for CZ, has 
returned to the United States and will 
be competing in motocross with his 
newly acquired skills.

The crowd sensed Lackey’s comeback 
as the distance between the two 
decreased greatly every lap but Mark 
just had too much of a lead to overcome 
and when the checkered showed, 
Lackey was only 10 yards behind; good 
enough to win overall, however, with 
Mark second, just 25 points behind.

The purse for the Sept. 19 Grand Prix 
Motocross at Carlsbad has risen to 
$15,000 reports promoters Cox, Tripes 
and Associates. This makes it the largest 
paying purse in U.S. history. The event 
will be the first of the series of 
Trans-AMA motocross events taking 
place across America.

NORTON, KAN., Aug. 18, 1971 — A 
big black cloud hung over the heads of 
the two favored to win Experts, 
formerly from the midwest, today. 

Darrel Dovel and Larry Palmgren 
were both sidelined with engine failure 


while leading their prospective races for + 


the checkered flag. Dovel was leading 
the second Expert heat by a fair margin 
waen his engine blew on the last lap 
coming for the flag, leaving Palmgren 
the win. 

Palmgren led the final event from the 
start through the eighth lap when his 
engine also failed. Seems these riders 
need a change of luck. 

David Lawson set the fast qualifying 
time for the Expert division but still 
failed to beat the track record held by 
Dick Mann of 25.43. Lawson turned the 
oval in the time of 26.14 as did Freddy 
Beale. Since Lawson timed first, he was 
given the fast time and pole position in 
the first heat. Bad luck was also with 
Lawson as his machine failed on the 
second lap of the Expert final. 

Enough about bad luck. Pat 
Marinacci was well deserving of the win 
after a bad start left him in fourth 
position on the first lap. He quickly 
recovered and by the second lap was 
breathing down Palmgren’s neck until 
Palmgren’s bike gave up. Pat brought his 
Triumph brand across the line\for the 
checkers ahead of Charles Seale. 

Delbert Armour had better luck with 
his machine as he led his Yamaha from 
start to finish in the Novice final, 
leading in Gary Kaplin (Oss). 

This was an extremely fast track 
tonight and hard for the Novice 
machines with the small bore to stay 
together for so many laps, wide open. 

The Junior Main Event was quite 
different as far as position changes and 
racing went. Gary Bailey and Alan 
Smith battled their way throughout the 
entire eight laps, Bailey leading the first 
three, Smith leading the remaining five. 
Mike Collins caught Bailey’s Yamaha on 
the sixth lap but dropped back to third 
the next. Really a battle for these 
Junior riders. 

All of the 105 riders present were 
happy to run under a good referee with 
their safety and welfare in mind after 
the Sturgis, S. Dakota fiasco. Races 
were run off in good time and every one 
of the spectators were pleased to be 
finished early to attend the Norton 
County Fair. 

Referee Dick Gardner watched the 
sky and noticed a flash or two of 
lightning near by. He called out the 
Experts immediately for their final and 
the Juniors next. Not shorting the 
Novice riders in their ability to please 
the crowd, but gained a round of 
applause from the spectators when the 
Experts pulled to the line. Good timing 
though as the rain fell minutes after the 
checkered flag fell on the Novice final. 
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STOCKTON, KS., Aug. 19-20, 1971 — 
The Rooks County Free Fair sponsored 
its rally and half-mile races at Stockton, 
Kansas for a full house crowd. 

Novice Arthur Lawson (Yam) led the 
pack for nine of the 10-lap final when 
Delbert Armour flashed his Yamaha

around him just before the checkers for 
the win. There was a real battle for third 
place when three riders crossed the line 
together for a decision win. Marcus 
Johnson placed in third, Phil Darcy, 
Beaumont, Texas fourth and Larry 
Kennedy, Wichita, Kansas fifth. 

The Junior final was bad news for 
Little John Farquharson of Oklahoma 
City, after setting fast time for the 
Juniors. Due to a fourth place finish in 
the Junior heat, Little John had a 
second row starting position for the 
final. He got off to a bad start and never 
could work his way up to the front of 
the pack. Gary Bailey of Clovis, New 
Mexico, won his heat race and the main 
event by a good margin over Robert 
Ely’s BSA, leading the 10-lap final from 


‘start to finish. Ely barely edged out 


Mike Collins for the second place when 
Collins slipped off the groove on the 
white flag lap to come in the third 
position. David Isley worked his BSA up 
through the pack after a bad start to 
finish a good fourth. 

The Expert final was an upset as no 
one could image who the winner would 
be. Good thing there were no bets being 
wagered as Jimmy Jones, of Washington 
was the fast time trailer with a 27.23. 
Larry Palmgren and Larry Mace were 
heat winners. 

No one would suspect that Billy 
Dusenberry would lead over half the 
laps of the 10-lap Main and Charles 
Seale would end up as the winner. Just 
the same, Dusenberry led from the drop 
of the flag to the seventh lap when Seale 
took over the lead for the win. Sonny 
Burres came in third with Palmgren 
fourth. Paul Pressgrove was fifth with 
Larry Mace and David Lawson trailing 
in after bad starts held them in the rear. 

The day’s racing was over at four 
o'clock so everyone attended the free 
chicken fry at the Stockton Park. This 
was the biggest crowd of the week as 
everyone gathered around in the grass 
for the giant feed. 

The next day Robert E. Lee, Short 
Track National winner, decided it was 
time for him to have his day and broke 
the track record set by Al Gunter in

1961 with a time of 26.91. Gunter’s 
record was 27:07. Lee also was the 
winner of the first Expert heat after 
beating out Billy Dusenberry and Sonny 
Burres. Larry Palmgren won the second 
heat over Darrel Dovel, both riding 
Larry’s Triumphs ahead of Pat 
Marinacci. 

Again, the betting was going on as to 
the winner of the final. Another upset 
as Billy Dusenberry, Larry Palmgren and 
Robert E. Lee were sent to the penalty 
line at the start of the final for jumping 
the flagman. Charles Seale jumped into 
the lead, just ahead of Sonny Burres and 
Paul Pressgrove. In the third lap, 
Pressgrove slipped off the groove and 
Dusenberry eased into the third 
position. Not for long, as Lee had 
caught up and worked his way to pass 
Dusenberry for third. This was the 
battle of the week as the Experts passed 
back and forth for the third and four 
positions. Larry Palmgren stayed in the 
back of the pack until near the end 
when he zig zagged between Dovel, 
Dusenberry and Lee on the last lap fora 
fourth place finish. The fans were wild 
as Burres crossed in first place, Seale 
second and then Lee and Palmgren. This 


race gets my vote for the race of the 
‘month... 

Novice Delbert Armour decided it 
was not going to be a last minute win 
for him as yesterday’s race as he led 
from start to finish. The Novice race 
was cut to seven laps when a crash 
involving three riders put the ambulance 
on the track. Thomas Martin went down 
on the first turn. Gary Kaplin ran over 
him and Dick Laird ran off the high side 
of the track to avoid the fallen riders. 
Gary Kaplin was taken to the hospital 
where his condition was unknown at the 
end of the race. 

The Junior final was one whale of a 
race also as Robert Ely led from start to 
the last lap and Mike Collins passed him 
at the line, giving him the peace sign as 
he zapped by for the win. Ely sure 
looked surprised as he rolled across the 
line for second place. 

The motorcycle industry gained a 
new fan as Faron Young, country and 
western signer, showed up at our party 
after the Faron Young show at the fair. 
Young said to us as he started to leave, 
well after midnight, ‘You people sure 
have fun.”

Utah Planning 
ORV Closures

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, Aug. 17, 
1971 — After some pressure from the 
local press, officials of the Wasatch 
National Forest have announced their 
plans to close to off-road vehicles all of 
the forest lands overlooking Salt Lake 
City and Bountiful, except for paved 
roads, two jeep trails and three bike 
trails. 

The order will not become law until 
signed by Regional Forester Vern 
Harme, 324 25th St., Ogden, Utah, 
which Wasatch foresters expect will be 
done before mid-September. 

Several public hearings were held, but 
the merits of the specific proposal were 
not discussed, as the details of the plan 
were released for the first time Aug. 16, 
at a press conference. 

Wasatch Assistant Supervisor J. 
Lamar Beasley said “We did not mean 
that a second public hearing would be 
held before the order was signed; we 
meant to say the hearing would be held 
to explain it before it was 
implemented.” 

Forest Supervisor Chandler St. John 
said enforcement will not begin until 
after the order is signed, and signs have 
been posted on all roads and trails 
closed to vehicles. 

“This is a flexible ọrder,” he said. 
“Open and closed trail designations can 
be changed according to management 
needs, or as other trails may be 
constructed or reconstructed to 
accommodate vehicle use and to allow 
for a rotation system of use.” 

The order calls for the closure of the 
entire area of national forest lying just 
east of Salt Lake City, from the north 
end of Davis County to the Utah 
County line, except these trails: 

——The Mueller Park trail southeast 
from Bountiful. 

——The Dog Lake Trail from 
Millcreek Canyon to The Spruces in Big 
Cottonwood Canyon, with a short side 
branch just west of Dog Lake, but not 
including the run to Desolation Lake. 

——A jeep trail up to a mine in 
Mineral Fork of Big Cottonwood 
Canyon. 

——And a 1%-mile jeep trail south 
along the ridge from the paved road at 
the crest of East Canyon. 

Except for paved roads, the balance 
of the forest will be closed, but the 
order does not apply to snowmobiles, 
except in a specially set-aside area 
surrounding Lone Peak, between Little 


Cottonwood and American Fork 
Canyons, which will even exclude 
helicopters.

Odem New Agua Festival Champion —

AUSTIN, TEX., Aug. 15, 1971 — The 
fourth running of the annual Austin 
Aqua Festival Motorcycle Road Races 
has proven to be the best one to date 
with more than 80 entries taking to the 
city street course and a host of 
spectators, both local and from out of 
state, turning out to lounge on the 
lawns and -watch Mike Odem of 
Garland, Texas, charge to a hard-fought 
victory over Joe Delgado’s Honda in the 
Open class feature race. This. event had 
been dominated by the late Rusty 
Bradley for the first three years running. 
Mike won it on his first-ever visit to the 
course. 

The opening lap of the Open Final 
almost turned into a shoving match at 
the Boulding Ave. hairpin when Mike, 
Joe Bennie Campbell on a 350 Yamaha, 
and Larry Beall on a Harley mixed it 
heavily, all trying to get through at the 
same time. Benny got bunted around a 
couple of times by the bigger bikes 
before things got- straightened out, but 
nobody fell. 

Campbell, who had easily won the 
500cc event, was pushing to take the 
Open, too. However, after pressing the 
leaders for a few laps, he had to retire 
when his TR2 ingested a carburetor 
gasket. Beall had won the heat race, but 
in the final his brakes went out, and he 
had to retire, leaving the field open to 
Odem on the Storm’s Norton and

Delgado on the Honda. 

For the remainder of the race, 
Delgado saw his good lead over the 
Norton slowly eaten away until, finally, 
he settled back to clinch second place 
over Ronald Byrd’s Norton. 

In- the 500cc feature, Ralph Threlkeld 
was second on his stock Kawasaki 
behind Campbell. Jack O’Leary had run 
a close third on a borrowed R5 Yamaha, 
but he once or twice brushed up against 
the curb by the Auditorium, and, after 
rattling viciously alongside the 
auditorium wall, the twin quit running 
on the near cylinder. Jerry Brust and 
Tommy Hall, on perfectly matched 
team Ducatis, put on a crowd-pleasing 
show, weaving through the turns in 
close formation and scratching all the 
way to take fourth and fifth behind 
Mike McAdams on a Suzuki. 

In the absence of any other big 250cc 
artillery, Jet Tharp on a TD2 Yamaha 
was the undisputed winner in that class 
over Larry Beall’s high-bar Honda. Once 
again Brust and Hall, on yet another 
brace of matched Ducatis, finished 
together, only third and fourth this 
time, with Hall in front. 

The Ducati racing team from 
Arkansas brought no less than seven 
immaculate team bikes this year, a 175 
Ducati, three 250 Ducatis, a 350 Ducati, 
a 500 Ducati, and a 500 Norton, all 
decked out in team colors and ably 
ridden by Hall, Brust and fellow team

Sunday, the Experts. It was also the 
best day of racing this reporter has ever 
seen, Inter-Ams not excepted. All five 
Expert classes were hotly contested all 
the way down.

No more than 
three of the 15 Expert motos ended 
with the leader 50 feet in front, and the 
average lead was more like a bike length. 

In the 100 Expert class the only time 
Gene Christensen finished first was at 
trophy presentation. Gene parlayed 
three seconds into first overall. LaMar 
Walker took the first two motos, but a 
DNF put him in second. Peter Crandall 
took all three motos of the 125 Expert 
class, but he had to work. The first 
moto was especially tight — Pete didn’t 
get the lead until the last quarter of the 
last lap. In the 200 Expert class Dave 


Parker won the last two motos to take 
first over Terry Larsen. 

Steve Burgess took all three motos of 
the 250 Expert class, in one of the best 
rides of the day. Cal Crosby, Kerry 
Fowler, and Phil McDonald took turns 
pushing Steve as fast as he could go, 
with no success. Steve made nownistakes 
all day. 

The best battle though, was among 
the Open Experts. Don Fuller won the 
first moto and first overall. Tony Jacobs 
won the third moto to take second. 
Frank Myers didn’t win a moto but still 
took third over Dennis Packard who 
stomped the class in the second moto. It 
was quite a race. 


The Minibikers provided quite a 


contrast to the Experts in speed, but 
not in style. Crossing up a mini-enduro 
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over a jump is old hat to many of the 
kids. Ricky Chatwin had an easy win in 
the Mini-Bike class while Shane Burrows 
had a hard fight with Greg Madsen in 
the Mini-Cycle class. 

The racing fever seemed to get to the 
ladies in the second Powder Puff race of 
the season.

member Jim Cox. Early in the 250cc 
bash, Jim brought his number eight bike 
up against the curb on Bouldin Ave., 
but otherwise the team members 
finished well up in their events.
